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WEBSTER THUNDERSTRUCK 


After just eight rounds in season 2006, State 
League Division One club Dandenong Thun- 
der has severed ties with first team coach Stan 
Webster. 

Webster’s assistant and reserve team coach, Toby 
Paterson will take charge of the first team squad 
and will be at the helm for the Round nine home 
match against third placed Langwarrin. 

Paterson becomes the sixth senior coach at Thun- 
der over the last season and a half. 

The club informed Webster of its decision last 
Monday after the home loss to Brunswick City 
left Dandenong propping up the competition table 
with just the one win so far this season. 

“ Results on the park made the decision” was club 
president Shpendim Husseini’s response to the 
question of who made the decision. “ We want 
success, it’s as simple as that. We’re there to suc- 
ceed and get back into the Premier League.” 
When asked about the large number of coaching 
changes at Thunder over the last season and a half, 
Husseini explained that he only took over the pres- 
idency this year and that he heads a new, young 
committee. “I wasn’t involved with the committee 
last season. This year we’ve got 30 sponsors on 
board. Everything is on a new improved level and 
we’re moving forward.” 

Husseini believes the club gave Webster sufficient 
time and resources to do the job they required. 
For Webster, the eight games in charge was his 
shortest stint in charge of any club. “ It’s the first 
time I’ve ever been sacked as a coach. I’ve been 
sickened by the whole affair, by the whole situa- 
tion. To be honest I was hesitant to take the job to 
begin with. 

The club had four coaches last season.” 
According to Webster, the club lost four of last 
year’s senior squad which had weakened the 
squad, and he’d had a frustrating time trying to at- 
tract new players to strengthen the squad. “I spoke 
to over 20 players but none of them were inter- 
ested in coming to the club.” 

When asked to comment on Webster’s statement

REserve has gome. to to 


that he had difficulty trying to interest new players 
in joining Dandenong, president Huseini replied, “ 
We’ve made five new signings last week and three 
new signings this week. Have a look at the regis- 
tration of the last two weeks and we’ve got eight 
new signings. I don’t want to get into a slanging 
match with anyone but I think those numbers 
speak for themselves.” 

Whatever the case, it may be that Webster’s lega- 
cy to the club was borne out of his frustration in 
recruiting local talent. For according to Webster, 
he suggested that the club look overseas for some 
talent. It was through the overseas contacts of re- 
serves’ coach Paterson, that the club was able to 
recruit four British players on working visas to 
come and play during their domestic off-season. 


BERGERS PENALISED 


Heidelberg United will be forced to play its next 
two games behind closed doors in the Vodafone 
Cup after the Football Federation Victoria tri- 
bunal found the club guilty of bringing the game 
into disrepute after a referee was struck with a 
rock after the game against Sunshine in round 
12. 

Football Federation Victoria Chief Executive Of- 
ficer Tony Pignata says the penalty is a warning to 
all fans and clubs. “This sends out a strong message 
to fans that they need to respect the game and its 
officials. 

“The actions of these fans will adversely affect the 
club and there is no place for such behaviour in our 
sport,” said Pignata. 

Heidelberg’s next two home games, against 
Frankston in round 17 and against Richmond in 
round 19 will be played behind closed doors. FFV 
Season Pass holders and parents of players will not 
be admitted, designated match day officials of each 
club will be the only people permitted entrance to 
the venue. 

The club has also been placed on $5000 good be- 
haviour bond and must also prepare a written secu- 
rity plan outlining the security of match officials. 
Issues that must be covered include: 


-Exclusion Zones 

-Video Surveillance 

-Lighting 

-Police Attendance 

-Exclusion of identified trouble makers 

-Any other relevant issues 

-That the club abide by any lawful directions of

In addition to the penalty handed to Heidelberg 
United, there have been further significant rulings 
handed down by the FFV tribunal this week. 
Carlton Youth FC has been found guilty on four 
charges of misconduct following an Under 18’s 
Metro Purple match with Essendon Royals JSC. 
The penalty is as follows; 

- Carlton Youth U18 squad suspended from compe- 
tition until the end of Season 2006 

- Club to forfeit $100 good behaviour bond from 
2005 

- Club fined $400 

- All Carlton Youth FC U18 squad members sus- 
pended from competition (also banned from trans- 
ferring to another club and playing there) until 
31/12/2006 

In findings from another match between Dandenong 
Thunder and North Geelong Warriors, Dandenong 
was found not guilty on all charges and North Gee- 
long was found guilty on one charge of bringing the 
game into disrepute and fined $1000.

Paterson is confident that Dandenong Thunder’s 
fortunes will improve. “ We’ve had a terrible run 
of bad luck with injuries and red cards. The po- 
sition we’re in doesn’t reflect the ability of the 
team.”

Third Time Lucky For 
Beckham 


England skipper David Beckham believes his dead- 
ball skills could prove to be the key to FIFA World 
Cup success. 

Beckham demonstrated once again his skills are a major 
part of England’s armoury during Tuesday’s 3-1 win over 
Hungary when his pinpoint free-kicks set up the opening 
two goals for Steven Gerrard and John Terry. 

And he is confident of doing the same in Germany. 

“One of the biggest parts of my game is set-pieces and 
crosses and, if I get the chance like the other night against 
Hungary, then I will put in crosses so people can score 
from them,” the Real Madrid player said. 

“Tt might be Joe Cole on another night from the opposite 
flank or maybe Steven Gerrard or Frank Lampard who 
score with shots. If that’s the case, then great. 

“With a free-kick, I always feel I will score and there have 
been some good moments in my career but if someone 
else feels good, then they can have a go.” 

Despite approaching the end of his career the 30-year-old 
Beckham insists that he still has goals to achieve. 

“I’m very proud of things that I’ve won as a team player 
but I was also very proud to once have been voted the 
second-best player in the world. 

“T’ve always wanted to better that. I’ve been happy play- 
ing for a top team like Real Madrid and playing for my 
country. I can’t ask for much more than that, but I always 
look for more.” 

Third time lucky for Beckham 

Beckham is relishing the chance of playing in a third FIFA 
World Cup finals but admits he has already fulfilled most 
of the dreams he had as a youngster. 

“The thing we look forward to as players is the opening 
game of the World Cup, being involved because it’s the 
biggest tournament in the world,” he said. 

“It’s a competition that every young player dreams of. I 
used to dream of cup finals for Manchester United and 
playing for England. 

“My dreams have all come true, playing for some of the 
biggest clubs and in the biggest games in the world. They 
don’t come much bigger than playing in the World Cup so 
that’s what I’m looking forward to.” 

One player England need to be firing on all cylinders is 
striker Michael Owen who is slowly easing back to fitness 
after his broken metatarsal. 

Beckham said: “Michael is a confident player and he’s 
been getting fitter in the last few games. He hadn’t played 
for four or five weeks and now fitness-wise he is gaining 
all of the time. 

“Michael isn’t taken for granted, but if he plays well and 
doesn’t score then it’s noticed. But Michael will be fine 
because he’s a proven goalscorer and one of the best for- 
wards around.” 


MEANWHILE... 
Ashley Cole has received a boost after tests on his thigh 
injury confirmed that he is expected to be fit for England’s 
FIFA World Cup™ opener against Paraguay next week- 
end. 
Cole was whisked away for a scan after he was substituted 
in the first half of England’s 6-0 victory over Jamaica. 
The results confirmed there is no damage to the muscle 
and the Arsenal expects to be fit to face Paraguay in next 
weekend’s FIFA World Cup opener. John Terry, also with- 
drawn before half-time, is also confident of being fit. 
Initial reports suggested Terry had a tight hamstring, but 
boss Sven-Goran Eriksson said it was a knee injury. 
Eriksson said: “John Terry should not be (a problem). 
Hopefully Ashley Cole won’t be either. He has gone for a 
scan because we want to be sure it’s nothing serious.” 
The Football Association confirmed Cole’s scan showed 
no problems. Eriksson also insisted David Beckham was 
fine despite taking a knock on the ankle during the first 
half. 
Gary Neville missed the Jamaica game with a hamstring 
injury, but will return to training on Monday and expects 
to play against Paraguay. 
Eriksson also expressed delighted at seeing Michael 
Owen, another of his fitness concerns, complete his first 
90 minutes since breaking his foot in December, scoring 
in the process.

While Hiddink still hasn’t announced his starting elev- 
en and won’t do so until a few hours before the game, 
all indications based on training is that Wilkshire will 
start and replace Greece hero Josip Skoko in the run- 
on side.

After two inconclusive warm-up games this 
week, Italy’s players are now enjoying a couple 
of days’ rest, before heading for Germany. Then, 
of course, it’s down to business, and the Azzur- 
ri’s FIFA World Cup™ opener against Ghana on 
June 12 in Hanover. 

While Italy’s two friendlies this week against Swit- 
zerland and Ukraine gave plenty of hints as to Mar- 
cello Lippi probable formations for Germany 2006, 
the results were far from conclusive. The coach may 
claim to be satisfied and upbeat about his team’s 
prospects, but the evidence would suggest that a 
great deal of work remains to be done. 

Even accepting that some players are still some way 
short of full match fitness, Italy’s performances in 
Geneva and Lausanne were still anything but scin-

tillating. Against Ukraine in particular, Lippi’s side 
rarely looked threatening and struggled to find any 
continuity in attack until Blokhin’s men tired to- 
wards the end. 

Throughout, there was a distinct lack of penetra- 
tion to their play. The build-up was too slow and 
laboured, both in defence and midfield, where Pirlo 
continues to struggle to dictate the pace of games, 
launch attacks and create effective openings for his 
strikers. Things can only improve once the squad 
have completed their final preparations. 

Up front, Inzaghi has not been given enough time 
to be judged, although it should be acknowledged 
that, while Toni and Gilardino got in each others’ 
way at times, they have shown in the past that they 
can work well together.

It 
would appear more straightforward were the coach 
to plump for two front men; after all, the Toni-Gi- 
lardino partnership has been tried and tested, and 
proved effective. 

Totti doubts remain Lippi’s major doubt, as has 
been well documented, is Totti. The Roma captain 
is clearly still not back to full fitness following his 
ankle injury and, although he played the full 90 min- 
utes against the Swiss and a good half-hour against 
Ukraine, it is difficult to tell whether he is ready 
physically for the unique demands of a FIFA World 
Cup. Italy’s line-up for the Ghana match will largely 
depend on Lippi’s response to this conundrum, al- 
though he still has nine days to decide on the best 
course of action. 

Everyone has their fingers crossed for a fully-fit 
Totti, as Italy’s hopes of making progress in the 
tournament rest in no small part on his shoulders, 
particular as the alternatives - Del Piero included - 
do not look convincing. In any case, the Juventus 
man cannot be considered a direct replacement for 
Totti as he prefers to play further to the left. 
Fortunately, while attacking problems abound, the 
defence is looking strong. Cannavaro is on form and 
demonstrating fine leadership qualities, while Fabio 
Grosso, Christian Zaccardo and Massimo Oddo have 
shown their reliability on the flanks in the absence 
of Zambrotta. For Nesta, it is business as usual, with 
the reliable Milan centre-back a near-certainty to be 
at the heart of his side’s defence against Ghana. 
The squad meet up again in Coverciano on Monday 
and will make a brief appearance on the pitch an 
hour later. They will then train twice on Tuesday, 
with the afternoon session to be held behind closed 
doors. The following evening they fly from Pisa to 
Stuttgart, Germany, where their passionate follow- 
ers are sure to give them the warmest of welcomes.

Eddie Krncevic is remembered as one of the 
first Aussie footballers to make it big in Eu- 
rope, and now his son is following firmly in 
his footsteps. Jesse Krneevic, 22, is currently 
plying his trade with Chris Tadrosse of Mel- 
bourne Victory fame, for KFC Uerdingen in 
Germany’s fourth league after leaving from 
South Melbourne last year.

Jesse, the one the German media dubbed “the 
Kangaroo”, has had stints all over the world, in- 
cluding Belgium, England, Croatia, and of course 
not forgetting right here in Australia. South Mel- 
bourne gave Jesse a go, albeit a brief one, but the 
local scene is not to his style. “I needed a change. 
Australia is very laid-back, whereas in Germany 
it’s much more professional. They have weigh- 
ins when you arrive at the clubrooms, and every- 
thing’s planned out more,” he states. “However 
I would consider returning to Australia if there 
was an improvement in the league, and while the 
crowds are alright, it’s still what you would call 
a good place to come back to at the end of your 
career.”

Monday Night Football 
with John Caniglia 
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Elite Footballer —- Do You Have What It Takes? 


David Clarkson in action for Beaumaris 


David Clarkson knows better than most the at- 
tributes that make an elite footballer. Few in this 
country can boast ‘Clarky’s’ achievements and 
qualifications in the footballing arena. His career 
C.V reads: Played for Brighton in England, South 
Melbourne legend, assistant coach for the U17 Jo- 
eys and U/20 young Socceroos. 

Currently, Clarky is Head of coaching at Beaumaris 
Soccer club, a club that boasts 42 junior sides, over 
600 kids, a club which is representative of the boom in 
the sport’s popularity in this country. He also runs his 
own personal coaching business for players who want

to accelerate their development. Clarky’s involvement 
in the sport at grass roots level is an absolute coup for 
local football, and naturally I was delighted to have an 
opportunity to talk to him on a subject that all foot- 
ballers are curious about — what it takes to make it to 
the elite level. 

In the first part of this interview I will focus on 
Clarky’s opinions on the mental characteristics of an 
elite player. 


Q. How important is mental attitude in the make 
up of an elite player? 


Clarky: Extremely important. A player’s mental atti- 
tude is what differentiates the elite players from the 
talented players. No player makes it to the elite level 
on natural talent alone; they have to have the right 
mental attitude. In fact, some players who have half 
the natural talent as their team mates go on to bigger 
and better things because they have the right mental 
attitude. 


Q. What characteristics make up the right mental 
attitude? 

Clarky: The willingness to compete. The elite play- 
ers all have the same common denominator, which is a 
strong competitive drive. This competitive drive is the 
motivator to push them to never give up in a match, to 
always think they can win the tackle, score the goal, 
save the penalty. The competitive drive is the fuel 
which pushes them to do extra training sessions, to be 
fitter, to be as technically competent as possible. These 
players are always looking to improve, always looking 
to develop the skills that will give them the edge over 
their opposition. I worked with Vince Grella as he was 
developing, Vince was the first to training and the last 
to leave, it is no accident he’s going to be playing in a 
World Cup for Australia. 


Q. Can you teach a player to be competitive? 
Clarky: To a degree. You can motivate players to try 
harder in a match but the results are usually short term, 
as soon as the game is over the player goes off and 
does other things and forgets about the game. The right 
mental attitude is about more than just being competi- 
tive on game day; it is the drive to continually improve, 
all the time, whether that be at training or having a kick 
about in the park. How can I do this better? How can 
I beat the keeper next time? and so on. Players can- 
not sustain the desire to continually improve without 
it being part of their natural make up and elite players 
are typically born with this continual improvement re- 
sponse to competition. 


Q. Apart from the competitive spirit, what other 
mental factors are present in elite players? 

Clarky: A love of the game. Players don’t make it to 
the top if they don’t love the game. Ronaldinho is a 
good example; the guy has fun whether he’s warming- 
up or playing. A love of the game is the foundation; 
natural talent and mental toughness are building blocks 
to that foundation. Typically, players that are going to 
make it to the elite level think about their football a lot 
and take any opportunity to get outside and have a kick 
because that’s what they love to do. Even when play- 
ers make it to the elite levels, they still need to love 
the game otherwise their motivation and performances 
will start to drop off. 


Q. What can you do with players who have all the 
talent but lack the mental edge? 

Clarky: You can try to motivate them to work harder, 
highlight to them that natural talent is not enough but at 
the end of the day it’s up to the individual player to re- 
spond. The worst thing a coach can do is to continually 
push players to the point where the player loses their 
love for the game. Not everyone can be a Vinnie Grella, 
but you don’t have to make it to elite levels to get en- 
joyment out of football. Kids can learn important social

skills and make life-long friends as well as staying fit, 
these are important benefits to playing football and 
shouldn’t be underestimated. So coaches should make 
sure they don’t destroy a players love of a game just 
because that player doesn’t have the competitive spirit 
to want to push on to the elite levels. 


Q. Even at the highest levels, players must go 
through patches where their mental toughness is 
lacking. What can you do in these situations? 
Clarky: Yes. Even at national level with the young 
Socceroos and the Joeys, players do experience a lack 
of confidence. I advise these players to go back to ba- 
sics and make sure they work on the fundamentals of 
the game. I try to give them a bit of structure for their 
game plan which is all around the basics, stuff like fo- 
cus on hitting your targets, make yourself available, 
most of all I tell them to express themselves. 


Q. “Express themselves” what does that mean ex- 
actly? 

Clarky: Most players go into a form slump due to a 
lack of confidence. The fear of making a mistake can 
really cripple a player no matter what level they play 
at. Expressing yourself means taking risks, everyone 
makes mistakes but it far more important to take a 
risk then fear making a mistake. Expressing yourself 
means remembering that you have the skills to be play- 
ing at that level, remembering the joy of a cheeky side- 
step, a well-struck volley, of taking on the defenders, 
of a well-crafted through ball. The Brazilians have no 
fear of taking risks, their soccer is all about express- 
ing themselves from the junior to the senior levels, and 
that’s why they’re 5 times World Champion. 


In part two of this interview appearing next week, I 
chat to Clarky about topics such as recognising and 
developing talent from a coaches perspective and what 
players can do to give themselves a shot at progress- 
ing to the elite levels. Clarky is available for one-on- 
one training for players of all levels, which represents 
an unbelievable opportunity for access to one of the 
games most respected and qualified coaches — If

- What Does The Future Hold? 


As we are about to embark on our journey to the 
greatest sporting event in the world, we need to take 
heed of what needs to be done to repeat the process 
for continued participation at the big show. 

Let’s take stock of the good work done so far - Mark 
Viduka, Marco Bresciano, Harry Kewell , Vince Grella, 
etc are all products of our junior ranks and the local 
game around the country. Therefore it stands to reason 
that they had experienced some good coaching and 
guidance on to how to become a player at the highest 
level and in some of the best football leagues in the 
world. 

Most of our national players with some exceptions have 
come through the various systems and programmes 
currently in practice in Australia i.e. the State institutes, 
the AIS, the National Talent Identification Champion- 
ships and the old National Youth League. 

These various programmes and competitions have 
served us well in providing platforms and stages where 
we can see the best talent strutting their stuff and catch- 
ing the eye of coaches and selectors from the next level 
of competition or international clubs. 

The current national squad who will participate in the 
World Cup in Germany has a large percentage of play- 
ers who will not be around for the next World Cup. In 
order to replace them we would normally anticipate a 
quota of players from the National U20 or national U17 
ranks, throw in two or three from the A-league plus the 
eligible players from the current squad and we can ex- 
pect a berth in the next World Cup. 

If this simple system was in place and if the flow of 
youth development talent was exposed to regular com- 
petition on a regular basis, then maybe it just might 
work. But it is a BIG MAYBE; let us consider the cur- 
rent state of our football and support systems before 
reaching any conclusions about any future endevours. 
John O’Neil the Football Australia trouble shooter can 
be well pleased with himself, World Cup qualification, 


acceptance as part of the Asian Football region, a pro- 
fessional national competition and healthy attendances 
to boot. 

He could walk away now with the knowledge that he 
can’t lift the profile of the game any higher. In fact the 
only challenge left is to organize and revamp the whole 
youth development process in Australia. 

To anyone who has been paying attention apart from 
the SBS, you will see that our U17s and U20s national 
teams have not been traveling too well recently. 

The U-16 age group has been taken away from the 
NTIC as a competition from all states. 

There is no National Youth League and our State High 
performance programmes have no serious competi- 
tive games for the best young players to be measured 
against. 

Going back to the current national team, these play- 
ers then had a youth competition and an NTIC series 
where more options and opportunities where available 
to them. 

There is no doubt that the high performance pro- 
grammes are equal to the worlds best practices in youth 
development, which also offer further training for as- 
piring players. There is also clear evidence that the 
coaching methodology and delivery of expertise is of 
a high quality and credibility. 

However, it is the number of games and games of 
meaningful competitive quality and intensity which is 
where the major difference lies between the major foot- 
ball nations of the world and us. 

The French, English, Dutch, Germans and various oth- 
ers are playing twice the number of games that our 
young players are doing here in Australia. They are 
also able to travel for two hours in any direction and 
they can play against a major quality team in another 
country. 

Simply by playing more games allows us to see the 
player in a competitive environment and under pressure 


to perform and make decisions against an opponent. 
Training after all is only preparation for the game and 
never an accurate indication of a player’s true ability. 
The major nations of the world have now adopted our 
sports science principles and added to their programme 
of development. 

Matching us with our athleticism they then can add 
the experience of playing in more games with multiple 
situations , i.e. climate, field conditions, styles of op- 
ponent, hostile environment etc thus they have a clear 
advantage. 

It should also be taken into account the amount of 
money spent on youth development in these countries 
before being over critical of our system. 

Currently in the world there are five leading exponents 
of youth development who have benefited from long 
term programmes and investment in their young play- 
ers. 

France, Holland, Brazil Argentina, and you may be sur- 
prised Japan. 

These countries have spent big dollars on their devel- 
opment with the cheapest being around the $50 000 000 
Aud . Obviously with a professional league and football 
being the only mainstream sport, funding is more easily 
acquired than the money made available here in Austra- 
lia. Full time coaches are appointed for each age group 
and each region of the country. Better players play up a 
year against older players and at each level players can 
be measured until they eventually play against men. 
Youth development is something which cannot be seen 
by the outsider as relevant to the senior adult game 
and competition. The time it takes to produce a senior 
player would be at a minimum 10 years, the downside 
is that any club, organization or country who does as 
not invest in their youth does so at their peril and has 
no future. 

The good thing is Australia has such a pool of talent 
and many able coaches. Multicultural diversity is in-

deed an asset and our environment ensures a continued 
guarantee of athletic performance. 

Mr. O’Neil has improved much in his short time he is 
now about to meet his greatest challenge. 

Enjoy the world game and thrill to marvel of the World 
Cup.

If you’re looking for a World Cup Guide that 
rates the key players, dissects each group or as- 
sesses the strengths and weaknesses of the Bra- 
zilian attack or the miserly Italian defence, then 
this isn’t the book for you. 


Matt Weiland and Sean Wilsey have assembled a di- 
verse team of writers, the vast majority of them not 
noted for their football - let alone sports writing - 
prowess, and asked them to contribute a short piece 
on each of the 32 nations competing in Germany 
this year. The result is a quirky mix of straight foot- 
ball writing and seemingly off-topic essays which 
speak to the character, culture and traditions of the 
nations involved. 
Nick Hornby, perhaps the most notable contributor, 
writes the chapter on England. Hornby delves into 
his country’s battles with patriotism and football in 
the years since 1966, when they went from top of 
the world, to a middling under-achieving team as- 
sociated with football violence, hooliganism, and 
heartbreaking World Cup exits. As an Arsenal 
supporter, he explores the conflicting call be- 
tween club and country, best exemplified when, 
after Patrick Vieira and Emmanuel Petit of Ar- 
senal combined to score in France’s 1998 World 
Cup win, he woke to the headline ARSENAL

that there are scheduling issues with this venue, 
which is used by the VIS, State Teams (both 
male and female), and anyone else that wants to 
pay a fee to use it.

Dave Eggers’ reveals, in his essay on the United 
States, that much like in Australia, football is a boom 
sport for juniors, but once kids reach ten or eleven 
years old, almost 88 per cent drop the sport for 
baseball, American football and basketball. Where- 
as here we have the “Sheilas, Wogs and Poofters” 
syndrome, Eggers surmises (in the guise of a High 
School gym teacher he calls Moron McCheeby) that 
there is a belief in the States that sports where one’s 
hands are not used are “commie sports played by 
Russians, Poles, Germans and other commies”. 
Some of the best essays, however, have very little 
to do with football. Eric Schlosser focuses almost 
entirely on changes in the Swedish penal system by 
way of explaining larger social change in Sweden, 
while Jacob Silverstein’s hilarious piece on Ecua- 
dor zeroes in on a former President nicknamed “The 
Madman”, and Ecuador’s first ever Olympic med- 
allist, a speedwalker who won gold in 1996. Wil- 
liam Finnegan writes about the surf conditions in 
Portugal and the forces of change at work since the 
country became an EU member, and offers only the 
tiniest of football related morsels - that Christiano 
Ronaldo was named after Ronald Reagan. 
Ben Rice’s piece on Australia works well, but it says 
a lot about our standing in world football when a 
large proportion of his piece is devoted to the 31- 
0 mauling of American Samoa. Benjamin Pauker 
tells us about Ukraine’s other, more highly regraded 
Shevchenko — a poet named Taras Shevchenko, 
dead some 150 years, but voted Ukraine’s most fa- 
mous personality in a 2003 poll. 
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group should not miss out on representing their 
State because of this reason.

Chelsea, not content with securing the signatures of 
Andriy Schevchenko, Michael Ballack and Sa- 
lomon Kalou, has now set its sights on two of the 
best left-backs in the game — Arsenal’s Ashley Cole 
and Real Madrid’s Roberto Carlos. Their arrival 
could spell the end of Wayne Bridge and Asier Del 
Horno’s time at Stamford Bridge. Cole will cost the 
London club close to £20m, while Carlos stands to 
be offered an astronomical wage to make the switch 
from the Spanish giants. Carlos has said that Real re- 
main his preferred option, but their reluctance to offer 
him a long-term contract has forced him to weigh up 
his options. 


Alex Ferguson seems hell-bent on securing the ser- 
vices of a top-shelf midfielder this summer, but has 
been frustrated in his efforts so far. Blackburn has 
headed off interest from both United and Spurs in 
the highly-rated Morton Gamst Pedersen by of- 
fering to double the Norwegian’s wages. The same 
two clubs look set to battle it out for the services of 
unsettled Marseille winger Franck Ribery. United 
have had a £9m offer rejected already, while Ge- 
rard Houllier’s Lyon are also weighing up a move 
for the French international. Ferguson will inter- 
rupt his annual summer holiday to watch Villareal 
star Juan Roman Riquelme in action for Argen- 
tina at the World Cup. Estimates on Riquelme’s 
value vary between £10m and £15m. 


Changes at Liverpool could see Djibril Cisse on his 
way back to France, with Marseille and Lyon pos- 
sible suitors. The loss of Cisse and Fernando Mori- 
entes means that Rafael Benitez will be in the market 
for a striker, and it seems that there is no shortage of 
options. The Reds have been alerted to the availabil-

ity of Argentine forward Pablo Aimar, who may be 
allowed to leave Valencia for as little as £5m. Dar- 
ren Bent has had a £9.5m price tag slapped on his 
head, which is unlikely to deter Benitez, who has also 
shown interest in Spurs’ Jermaine Defoe and Daniel 
Alves from Seville. In more worrying news for Liv- 
erpool fans, the Daily Star reports that AC Milan will 
use the money from the sale of Andriy Shevchenko to 
bid for Steven Gerrard. 


Speaking of Milan, the Italian giants have been 
told that Ruud van Nistelrooy will cost them at 
least £20m if he is to replace Shevchenko at the 
San Siro. Former Milan player and Dutch nation- 
al coach Marco van Basten has told van Nistelrooy 
that he must move to Milan to revive his career. 


Clubs are circling around Birmingham, after its rel- 
egation to The Championship next season. Manches- 
ter City are looking to sign Dutch full-back Mario 
Melchiot for £2m, while Paul Jewell at Wigan has 
his eyes on Emile Heskey for £3m after missing out 
to Everton on the signing of England striker Andy 
Johnson.

Aston Villa, Everton, Wigan, Newcastle and Mid- 
dlesbrough are all courting £5.5m rated German 
Robert Huth. 


Jason Roberts is on his way out of Wigan, with 
Turkish club Besiktas his most likely destination. 
The Latics will use funds from his £2m transfer to 
fund the return of former favourite Nathan Ellington 
from West Bromwich Albion. 


Wigan are also eyeing off injury-prone goalkeeper 
Chris Kirkland, who has fallen down the Liver- 
pool pecking order in recent years. 

Celtic and Galatasaray are in the market for Real 
Madrid midfielder Thomas Gravesen. 

Sol Campbell will be allowed to leave Arsenal if 
the Gunners get a decent offer.

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So only a week to go and as the meaningless friendlies 
continue we’re stuck with studying the players’ goal cel- 
ebrations to gauge the spirit within each camp.

The Qantas Matildas capped off a clean sweep of 
their three-match series against Mexico following a 
comprehensive 4-0 win Port Melbourne last Tues- 
day.

first half for the deadlock to be broken with Mexican 
goalkeeper Pamela Tajonar spilling a Joanne Peters 
cross which Munoz pounced on to score.
